To the inhabitants of the Town of Langdon, the 
County of Sullivan, said State, qualified to vote in 
Town affairs: 


You are notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Langdon an Tuesday, the eleventn day of March next, 
at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers 
for the ensuing year, and one Selectman for three 
years. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may seem 
necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriations for the same. 


Art. 3. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise for the repair of the Town Hall and Tool House 
and make appropriations for same. 


Art. 4. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise for the support of Highways and Bridges and 
make appropriations for same. 


Art. 5. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise for State Aid Construction and make appropria- 
tions for same. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise for State Aid Maintenance and make appropria- 
tions for the same. 
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Art. %. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise for Trunk Line Maintenance and make appropri- 
ation for the same. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise for Metal Pipe Sluices for the Town roads. 


Art. 9. To seeif the Town will raise the sum of 
$300.00 for aiding Walpole in the construction of a Fill 
at the site of the Langdon Bridge, so-called. 


Art. 10. To see if the Town will allow a discount 
of 24 per cent on taxes paid on or before July first, 2 _ 
per cent on or before August first, 14 per cent on or 
before September first, 1 per cent on or before October 
first and 4 of 1 per cent on or before November first. 

Art. 11. To elect a Trustee of the Trust Funds 
for three years. 

Art. 12. To see if the Town will accept the follow- 
ing gifts of Trust Funds for the up-keep of cemetery 
lots: 

From Mary Stanley $100.00, the interest to be used 
for the care of the Robert Elwell and George Stanley 
lots in the Lower Cemetery.

From Charles F. Cram $75.00, the interest to be 
used for the Josept Tarblo lot. 


From Ira Kingsbury two one hundred dollar 44% 
U. 8S. Liberty Bonds, the income to be used for the care 
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of the Kingsbury lot and monument.. After said 
Kingsbury lot is taken care of the balance, if any, to 
be used for the care of the William H. Wilson lot in 
the South Cemetery. 


To see if the Town will vote to change the name 
of the Barker Fund to the name of the Gilson-Walker 
Fund, this by request of Mr. Barker. 


Art. 13. To see if the Town will raise the sum of 
$100.00 for the control of the White Pine Blister Rust. 


Art. 14. To elect delegates at large, alternate 
delegates at large, delegates and alternates to the 
National Convention of the Republican and Democratic 
Parties, to be held to nominate Party Candidates for 
President and Vice President of the United States. 


Art. 15. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF LANGDON 


The remodeling of the village school has resulted 
in a much better school morale, under the efficient and 


steady watchfulness of the teachers. Much credit is 
due them for the changes which have taken place in 


school spirit and educational advantages. The step 


which has been taken, hiring normal school graduates, 
or their equivalent, proved to be a wise one. It is 


doubtful if the town will again be satisfied with less 
thoroughly trained teachers, 

The attendance in the schools during the past year 
has been marred by the condition existing in Langdon 
Hill, where tardinesses and absences increased intoler- 
ably. The maintenance of a school in that district 
seems to be essential, providing that the enro]ment 


continues as at present. Transportation to the village 
school might solve some of the troubles occuring in 


bad weather, or during conditions when the road is 
not easily traveled on foot. Since November the at- 
tendance has improved and it is hoped that it will 
continue. 

The per cent of attendance for the state is 93.46, 
while that for Langdon is but 89. 

Four hundred and forty (440) cases of tardiness 
were reported last year. This number is entirely too 
large. Only one child was neither absent nor tardy 
during the year. In other words, approximately 98 
per cent of the school enrolment lost time from school. 

Three schools were maintained during the year 
with a total enrolment of 51 children. Of this number 
23 were boys. The schools were in session 340 half 
days, with twenty half days lost for various reasons. 
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Under the conditions existing last year in regards 
to the teacher shortage it was extremely fortunate that 
the schools were maintained open for that length of 


time. 
The board hopes to be able to grade the school 


grounds; possibly through the assistance of public 
spirited citizens who desire the place to be more pleas- 
ing in appearance than at present. The buildings need 
painting, but this will probably have to be put over 
until another year. At some time the district should 
change from the old style of unsanitary out house to 
chemical toilets within the building.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Members of the School Board: 

The superintendent desires to call the attention of 
the board to the striking change made in Langdon 
Centre school since the coming of trained and efficient 
workers. Complaints from parents and neighbors have 
almost disappeared; the school discipline is immeasur- 
ably better; the whole morale of the school reflects the 
earnest work done there. No small part of the success 
is due to the insistance of the board, in face of various 
difficulties, to place the school house in better physical 
condition. A clean school, attractively painted within 
kept in good condition by normal school graduates, or 
their equivalent, is of incalculable value in any town. 

Two striking needs are apparent, in the considera- _ 
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tion of further improvements. The first is the lack of 
suitable grounds. In certain other towns citizens have 
given of their time for the grading and beautifying of 
the school grounds. At present the grounds are not 
well cared for because of inability to overcome physi- 
cal conditions existing there, with the small hands of 
children put to suchatask. A day spent in a school 
‘‘Bee,” drawing away stones and filling in the waste 
places, with the planting of shrubbery or small trees 
which will not shade the windows, would be well in- 
vested in a local, well deserved tribute to the spirit of 
the school. 

The second need is for better toilet and washroom 
facilities. Probably the best solution for the toilet 
needs is the chemical closet. Since this eutails the 
speuding of some two hundred dollars, not more than 
two hundred and twenty-five dollars, it should be post- 
poned until such a time as the board feels that it can 
afford to change from the antiquated, easily fouled 
type now in use. 

During the past fiscal year of the school system 
three schools were maintained (at times with difficulty 
because of the shortage of teachers in the state). Total 
enrolment was 51, of which number 27 were girls. It 
is to be regretted that only one child was not absent or 
tardy during the year. There were 440 cases of tardi- 
ness. Members of the school board made 18 visits to 
the schools. The superintendent made 43 trips to the 
schools. 54 citizens visited the schools.
